Murray cancelled an appointment 
with President Roosevelt, with the 
President’s consent, and flew here 
at the request of Gov.

to within 15 miles of the vital Var- 
dar river. 

The Germans had crossed 18 miles 
of wild terrain, apparently follow- 
ing a railroad spur from the Sturma 
river line, to reach Strumica, north 


of the Greek border and within easy 
striking distance of the Vardar ar- 
tery. 

Here the Royal Air Force went 
into action with a blasting attack 
designed to stem the Nazi advance 
but there was no indication that the 
German forward movement had 
ceased. 

A Greek report admitted that the 
left flank of the army facing Bul 
garia had been uncovered by a Serb 
withdrawal in southern Jugoslavia. 

The main north-south Greek de- 
fense line along which the British 
expeditionary force is believed to 
be drawn up in battle array is now 
hinged on the Vardar, running south 
to the Gulf of Salonika. If the Ger- 
mans reach the valley they may be 
able to turn this line from the rear, 
an operation similar to that against 
the Maginot line in France.
